LATEST FROM THE CONTEST. 


CINCINNATI, November#'3 —The startling 
fact of the defeat of Speaker Carlisle was foresh2a- 
owed in the re'urns received last night. From the 
returns today, Speaker Carlisle himsclf this after- 
poon concedes his cefeat. His successful competi- 
tor is George H Thoebe, a native Kentuckian, 
though of foreign parentage. Heis an artist in 
wocdcarving, and has been employed in Mitchell 
& Rammeclisburge’s furniture manufactory in this 
city. He is described as an agitator, fit tobea 
leader among workingmen. There was s0 Little 
reneral knowledge oftheextent of his popularity 
that no one dreamed of his election. It wassaid, 
however, by the Covington Oommonwealth, a 
few days before the election, that Thoebe had a 
strong following among the workingmen based 
largely upon their objection to ithe free trade lean- 
ing of Speetcr Carlisle, and it was intimated 
that sctueisi.i. 7 of a surprise wes instore. Other 
papers indicate that Carlisle saffered seriously 
from democratic disaffection growing out of his 
courre in relation to government appointajents in 
his district. 

SOME HOPE FOR CARLEEL®, 

CINCISNATI, O., Novembeg 3.—[Specia!. |— 
Speaker Carlisle does not coneede his defeat, ar 
was stated by the associated press this afternoon. 
Some of his friends, however, believe he is beaten, 
and Thoebe, his labor opponent, claims to have 
been elected beyond a doubt. The returns from 
only two counties have been received, in which 
Thoebe has a plurality of 2,002. .It will be impos- 
sible to know the result before the official count. 
A ciose estimate today gave Oarlisle 700 plurality, 
but it was mostly based on guesses, The Sun has 
cispatchrs which point to his €ieetion by 61. 

Despite Carlisle s waning hopes, this evening 
enecnreging returns begun to comein, Kenton 
20d Campbell counties gave 1,957 majority against 
him. Tae Sun has specials indicating the following 
meiorities for Carlisle in the remainder of the 
cistsiict. Pendjeton county, 401; Graat 400, Ga!- 
latin %9, Carroll 200, Trimble 300, Boone 309. To- 
tal 2,051. This showing leaves Carlisle a majority 
of sixty-fourin the Gistrict and it ean readily be 
seen that the official count, which occurs Friday, 
willhave to cecide it. 

The Enquirer will print the following figures to- 
morrow: Carlisle goes out of Kenton and Campbell 
counties with 2,062 majority toovercome. The six 
remaining counties give, him, @8 Bear as can be 
ascertained, 2,265 majority, which is our. lowest 
jucggment.

There is great rejoicing here among the republi- 
cans overtbeir probable capture of the house of 
representatives. Mr. Goff, of West Virginia, chair- 
man of the republican congressional committee, 
is given the credit of having originated thescheme 
which has bounced so many democrats trom their 
2eats.

Itseemed to be agreed 
that the paity possession of the various districts 
should not be disturbed. It was here that Mr. 

He selected about forty 
cemecratic Cistricts where the greatest apathy 
scemed toexist. The party agents opened corres- 
poudence With some local political sorehead with 
the view of having him run either as indepen- 
dent, labor, prohibition, republican, or such other 
mame a8 he might choose. It is said that 
one of these districts laid in 
Georgia, Tickets were printed and 
freely distributed to reliable people, with instruc- 
tions to keep num mntil the ballot box was 
opened, and then goto work. In this way a num- 
ber of Seats have been secured by the republicans, 
while they have lost others through the exposure 
of their scheme. 
The democrats do not give u p hopes of controll- 
ibg the house, but confcss that it will be close 
work, They are reserved but emphatic in their 
condemnation of the president's c.vil service pol- 
icy, to which they ascribe most of the defeats.

The two men most prominently mentioned as 
his successor are E. A, Perry, present governor, 
and W. D. Bloxham, ex-governor. 1t is possible 
titey may beso nearly equal in strength that a 
third man may come in as a compromise. 


CONNECTICUT. 


HARTFORD, Conn., November 3.— With very 
iew towns to hear from, the senate stands 14 repub- 
licans, 10 demovcrats; a republican gain of one. 
The lower house, with fourtowns not heard from, 
and reckoned asvoting the same as last year, 
tltands 134 republicans, 115 democrats, 1 labor and 
litie; a republican majority of 19-or 20, and on 
jolut ballot, ot from 20 to 25. Cleyeland, the dem- 
ocratic Candidate for governor, lacks 2.243 of a 
mejority. The legislature will elect @ republican 
senator, and in state officers the 2epublicans elect 
Six sberiffs and the Gemocrats two; a republican 
gainef one, The democrats elec: Nance to con- 
giessin the first district, French in the second, 
Granger in the fourth. Rassell is clected in the 
third distict.

Davidson, regular democrat, is beaten by 1,200 in 
this county but will be elected, indications be- 
ing that thisisthe only only countyin the dis- 
trict against hm.

CaIcAGO, November 3—The republican 
plurality in MDlinois for state treasurer, the 
head of the ticket, is estimated at from 23,000 
to 27,000. The result on congressionel, up 
to this evening, was only a matter of doubt in 
the second, tenth, eleventh, thirteenth and six- 
teenth districts, In the second the contest be- 
tween Lawler, democrat, and Gleason, labor, was 
very close. One computation of unofficial returns 
elects Gleason by eighteen votes, while Lawler 
claims the district by sixty-two votes. The repub- 
licans claim that Gest, republican, has defeated 
FKeece, democrat, in the eleventh district by 
four hundred, and also assert that Geaeral Post, 
republican, bas defeated Worthington in the tenth 
district. 

Both the republicans and democrats claim the 
election in the thirteenth (Spriuger’s) district. 
The vote inthe sixteenth is very close. There 
publicans have gained a congressman in the sec- 
ond district, William E. Mason, and one in Morri- 
son's, the eighteenth district, Jehu Baker, The 
tenth, eleventh, thirteenth aud sixteenth are at 
plerent reprerented by democrats, and if the re- 
publicane’ claim to carrying three of them should 
be verified, the net yepnblican gain in the state 
would be five congressmen; and if Gleason's claim 
to ap clection in the recond district is yverified,the 
democrats would lose six distric’s in all. 

The constitutional amendment abolishing the 
contract convict system of prison labor in Illinols, 
is believed to be adopted. The yote for it in all 
the large cities was practically unanimous and 
advices thus far received from the country indi- 
cate that the oppotitiontoit amongthe farmers 
was not uearly #0 strong asihe labor element 
jc ared, 

Latest returns from the eighteenth Lilinols con- 
gressional district indicate thas Morrison, demo- 
creat, hasbeen defeated. by John Baker, repubil- 
can.

He approved the latter's 
course, and his protection principles as opposed to 
Morrison's tendency to free trade, it is said, cap- 
tured their yotes, which doubtiess elected him.

The result of the election in Morrison’s district 
is a great surprise throughout the dierict, particu- 
lariy to the Cemocrats, aud a monster jubilee was 
held at Belleville by therepub icans tonight, Mor- 
rison carried his district two years ago by 2,502 ma- 
jority.

Indications are that the Ken- 
tuck y delegation is solidly democratic, though it 
will be several days before full figures are in from 
the third, ninth and eleventh districts. In the 
fifth district Willson, republican, owing to disaf- 
fection in the democratic ranks, carried the city by 
218, Caruth, democratic nominee, carried the 
county by 419 majority, which elects the democratic 
candidate by 216 votes. 

LovisvILLB, November 3.—The city aud 
state has been ina fever of excitement ail day 
over the close and doubtful election results and 
the Courier J»urnal and Times building have been 
surrounded all day by anxfous crowds who eager- 
iy read the hourly editions. The- receipt of the 
annountement of Johm G@. Carlise’s defeat rasa 
surprise and for a long time was no‘ ere fitped. 
Expressions of rcgret and sorrow were heard from 
every side that the speaker’s district had noc re- 
turned him to congress. Somecven went so far 
as to say they had rather lose 
every district inthe state than John G. Carlisle, 

A Courier Journal special at six o’clock, statlog 
that later returns would elect Carlisle by about 
800 majority, was received with great cheering, 
and thereis yet a cherished hope that Carlisle is 
elected. The Covington Commonwealth is author- 
ity forthe statement of Carlisie’s 80) majority, 
In the Lonisville district there was 
disaffection in the party. Twenty-five per cent of 
the registered democratic voters stayed away from 
the polls, and it is assertedthat many of Willis’s 
friends worked and voted for the republican nom- 
inee, The returns arein tonight and the super- 
visors’ count give the democratic candidate 
40 majority. The Courier-Journal’s figures make 
thismajority 198.

neither is it the duty or privilege of an individual 
to expore his mo al tores to pubiic view. and when 
he coesithe should receive a waraing that will 
make him more carefulin the future. Tae people 
of the communicy make the news, and that news 
is pleasant or distasteful as they make it. The 
newspaper records the news, but is not respons ‘bie 
for it, whetherit be a social or terrestial earth- 
quake. When the people get fairly to understaad 
thie, they will be more careful of their own actions 
and less critical of the newspapers.

He ha; another stalk, which has 
360 full grown bolls npon it, and as soon as 
they are open, he will place it upon exhibi- 
tion at his store. He has been experi nenting 
in the improvement of cotton fur the past ten 
years, With a.view tothe increase of the per 
cent of lint, as wellastothe proliic charac- 
ter of the variety. His experiments have re- 
sulted in the extraordinary production of the 
stalk on exbibition, which makes possible tae 
remarkable yield of at least 9,000 poauds, or 
six bales of cotton to the acre. 


THE TIMBER TRADE. 


A Low Markct and tne Cauze--Developments 
in the Trade, 


DARIEN, Ga , November 3.— Editors Conati- 
tution: At this season of the year the average 
timber cutter takes a trip to Darien and, in 
quarters where he is likely to obtain reliable 
information, asks the question: ‘‘What are 
the prospects for timber?’ The anegwer at 

resent is of necessity: “Rather gloomy.” 

‘bis reply, bowever, should be rightly ander- 
stood. The European markets for sawn tim. 
ber are in the meantime somewhat glutzed, 
but to coun'erbalance this an unexpected de 
mand for hewn timber has sprangup. Waile 
it wil take some time to supply the demand 
for bewn, caused by the very marked lessen- 
ing of shipments of this class of weod for the 
last two years, a reaction in the prices of 
sawn will probably soon eet in. The home 
merket again 16 active, which fact is a guaran- 
tee that ecab timber will do wel). Taking all 
things into consideration, therefore, the out- 
look for timber cutters thig season is brig .ter 
than it bas been for a good many years. There 
are eome important facts, however, connected 
witb timber, woll known by experienced 
timber cutters, but overlooked by novices, 
that will bear reci:ing. The quality is, of 
course, the primary consideration, but even 
a good quality of timber can made com- 
paratively valuelees by daboling manafacture, 
while a bad quality can be considerably ea- 
banced in value by skiJfal workmanship. No 
labor, therefore, in connection with the tim 
ber is cheep that lacksin skill. To bad man- 
ufacture may be ascribed nino-tenths of the 
complsinte of those who say they have lost 
money on timber brought to Darien. Really 
good timber will always bring fair and often 
big prices. Tho fact that defective timber oniy 
brings one-third price is considered a great 
drawback by many cutters. Bat why bring 
defective? It may bea hard matter to tell 
whetber a standing tree is good or defective, 
but if after it is felled blemishes appear in it, 
why not either trim them off or leave the tree 
in the woods prepared to lose the labor alread 
expend«cd thereon? ‘his may appear hard, 
but it certainly is less ruinous thanto pay 
hauling, drifting, surveying, boomage, etc., 
on atree say 900 superficial feet to be pald for 
only 300 feet on the market. The practice of 
patching up and concealing natural defects by 
artificial means also injures the trade great: 
ly. A cotter who bears the reputation of being 
a plugger is dealt with very cautiously both 
by imepector and bayer,

The defeat of Frank Hurd, in Ohio, 
is aleo a bad omen forthe free traders. 

The new congress will have a democratic 
majority, but it will be a reduced majority. 
Just what particnlar circumstance, or com- 
bination of cireumstances, has brought this 
about it would be difficult to say. It has 
been suggested that the result of the con- 
gressional elections would be in some sort a 
test of the popularity of the democratic ad- 
ministration—that is to say, democratic 
gains would show that the party indorsed 
Mr. Cleveland's civil-service policy, whereas 
democratic losses would show that this policy 
is obnoxious to the party. 

The civil service policy of the president 
was not even remotely an issue in any of the 
contests, but it may have caused a feeling of 
apathy among democrats. On what other 
grounds are we to account for the remarka- 
ble result in Virginia? As far as heard from 
the democrats have lost five congressmen 
in that state. The truth is, that the sort of 
civil service reform we have been having may 
bea very good thing in acountry where 
there are no parties and no necessities for 
parties, but in this country the workers who 
keep up the organization will allow events 
to shape themselves, so to speak, if they feel 
that they are merely working to give a po- 
litical opponent a chance to hold oftice. 

The democrats have lost five congressmen 
in Virginia, three in Indiana, three in New 
York and two in Michigan, in addition to 
the losses reported Wednesday morning. On 
the other hand, they have made some gains 
in New Hampshire. In Minnesota they have 
elected three out of the five congressmen. 
In Connecticut they have made again of one, 
and they are reasonably sure of electing a 
democratic senator trom New Jersey, which 
is the most important gain of all. 


A Grand Salute. 

The island of Ninafou, one of the Tonga 
group, was recently the scene of the grandest 
and most awe-inspiring exhibition ever wit- 
nessed by mortal eyes.

After the ‘holiness meeting” in the Prin- 
cess tink yesterday afternoon a banquet was given 
above-stairsin the cozy closet known as the opera- 
house, Neither General Booth norjany of his 
“staff officers” was present, The general cut bis 

wisdom teeth long ago, and not on salvation sand- 
wiches elither, The soldiers tramp through the 
streets, beating drums; but the general rides in & 
carriage. His caritage, to which were hitched two 
strapping bays, stood in front of the rink when the 
holiness meeting dwindled toan end, The general 
got in, followed by his staff, and was whisked off 
to a six o'clockfdinner. Somewhat saddened at his 
departure, the soldiers and soldieresses went for 
the sandwiches. 

There were six tables, seating about seventy-five 
in all. Sandwiches, coffee with sugar and collee 
without, cake with frostin’ an’ cake without 
frostin’, baked beans, pickled and unpickled, 
formed the bill of fare. Some one prayed. He 
told the Lord thatthe food was all consecrated, 
“It was given by the blessed sisters [hallelujahs), 
an’ the yeast as isin the bread is the prayers of 
the sisters, an’, O Lord, may it make salvation rise 
in ‘em as eats It.”’ 

Here the one hundred who were standing about 
waiting for a chance at the “spread’’ broke out in 
aston of akmens and aymens that buried the 
prayer out of sight. The lucky ones fell to and 
used knives and forks—principally knives--in a 
way that promised little for the “second table.” 
The sisters bustled about with sandwiches, prais- 
ing God and spilling hot coffee on the soldiers’ 
legs, There was a great deal of confusion, laugh: 
ter and shouts, Now and then one might notice a 
youn g brand snatched from the burning surreptit- 
iously equeezing the hand or waist of a fema:o 
brard of the same sort, It made no 


difference, however. The female brand only cried 


“Glory to God!” and piled on an extra sandwich 
on his plate. A very cosmopolitan crowd it was, 
with cranks, workingmen in jeans, servant girls, 
and negroes, mixea up without reference to age, 
sex or previous condition of servitude, Of course 
the band played, and when the tables were once 
cleared the first comers reluctantly gave place to 
those whohad waited. Whenjthey were fiaished 
the baskets of fragments gathered up wouldn't 
have kept a canary alive two days. At7 o’clock 
the affair came to an end, and the bugle sounded 
the eall for the ‘“‘march of the multitude,”’ 

Over 2,000 people crowded into the rink last 
night, The Rev. Dr. Henry M. Scudder, pasior of 
Plymouth Congregation church, the Rev, Dr. H. 
W. Thomas of the People’s church, Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows, andthe Key. R. W. Bland of the 
Wabash avenue M, E, church, all occupied front 
seats and apparently took great interest in the pro- 
ceedings. General Booth and his captains were 
seated in the center of the platform inthe front 
row. The seryices were opened by the army sing- 
ing the lines: 

I never shall forget the day, 
appy as a whale, [Repeated | 
When Jesus washed my sins away, 
Happy as a whale. 
I know my sins are all forgiven, 
Happy as a whale. [Re 
And I am on my way to heaven, 
Happy as a whale. 

The accompaniment was a full brass band with 
three bass drums, halfa dozen violins, and about 
ten tambourines, General Booth delivered a 
lengthy address, The army was started twenty- 
one years ago by himselfand two converts, and it 
now had 1,650 different corps with over 4,000 
salaried officers. If it continues to 
grow in the same proportion dur- 
ing the next fourteen years at that 
time they would have 40,000 corps and 100,000 sala- 
ried officers, The army in the United States was 
only seven years old, but it numbered 240 corps 
With 550 salaried officers, and 200 cities had been 
invaded in the last two years. The general denied 
that he was making money out of the army; not 
one shilling collected by it had gone into his poc- 
ket. He mentioned that at 3o’clock this afier- 
noon the corner-stone of a $45,000 building for the 
use of the army would be laidat the corner of 
Chicago avenue ana Franklin street, and that thé 
farewell services would be held in Central Music 
hall tonight. 

“What do you think of the Salyation Army?’’ was 
asked of the Rey. Dr. H. W. Thomas,

MARSHAL NEY’S GRANDSON, 


What He Says of the Story About an Ancient 
American Tradition, 
From the New York World. 

One of the most noteworthy members of the 
French delegation now in this city is Mr. Napoleon 
Ney, grand:on of the famous marshal and pres!- 
dent of the commercial and geographical society 
of Paris, Born in 1850, he was educated at the 
military rchool of St, Cyr, and on the outbreak of 
the war of 1870 was appointed as lieutenant on the 
general staff. He greatly distinguished bimself 
on several occasions, and received the cross of the 
Legion of Honor for his courageous conduct in the 
field. In 1879 he was promoted to the rank of 
captain and wasrent by the war department on 
special missions to Turkey, Greece, Spain, Portu- 
galand North Africa. About four years ago he 
married the daughter of an exceedingly wealthy 
Brazilian and retired from the army. 

M. Ney has been greatly surprised during the 
past few days to note the vast amount of interest 
displayed in the United States concerning the fate 
of his illustrious grandfather aud to a representa- 
tive of the World alluded tothe well known story 
frequently publishedin the American press, ac- 
cording to which the celebrated marshal succeed: 
eiin escepingto the United Stater, and after 
spending mavy years in South Carolina as a scnool 
teacher finally died in 1846 at Charleston. M. Ney 
atsolutely denied the truth of the above story and 
likewire designated as unfounded the assertion 
that if the coffia of the marshal atthe Paris ceme- 
tery of Pere-la-Chaise were opened it would be 
found empty. 

“It is perfectiy absurd,”’ said M. Ney. ‘‘When 
my grandfather’s remains were finally transferred 
to their Jast resting place at the Pere-la-Chaise the 
coffin waz opened and the buliet-holes in the fore- 
head were distinctly visible.’’ Asto the romance 
widely published in this country according to 
which Major Michael] Rudolph, of Lee's legion in 
our revolutionary war, wont from this country to 
France, joined the French army and became the 
great marshal, M. Ney aseerts that the mother of 
his grandfather was the daughter of the well- 
known Paris banker, M. Anuguie.

SLUMMING IN NEW YORK. 


Hoy the Dudes Tried to Work @ Fashionable 
London Craze and Failed.

“Slumming,” said a private detective the 


other day, “has gone out of vogue almost entirely 
as ® popular recreation for Gotham’s good society. 
Three or four years ago it was allthe rage. It was 
an absurd and aever very healthful custom, mor 
ally and physically, but it was English, you know, 
and that was sufficient, of course, to commend it 
asa fashionable folly in New York. The pastime 
was simple enough in lf. A party of half a 
dozen young women of good social standing, some- 
times accompanied by two or three young men of 
their tet, sometimes without the knowledge of 
their male friends, would decide to make e trip 
through tho low quarters of this city. The time 
selected was always late night, 
generally from ~~ we) o’ clock, 
and not infrequently after some evening’s enter:

The young 
women ¥ could rendezvous at the residence of one 
of their number, divest themselves of theirjewelry 
and other finery, and array themselves in the old- 
est and shabbiest garments to be had. Nearly 4al- 
ways, too, they would don hoods, capes or shawls 
to conceal their faces as far as possible. When they 
were all ready they sent for a detective from some 
of the private agencies to act as guide, Thenthey 
started out for their nocturnal jaunt through the 
slums. 1 haye been out with a dozen or two such 
parties in years gone by. 1 used to take them down 
through the Bowery, which, by the way, was @ 
good deal worte than ow; across through Hester 
or neighboring streets into the dirtiest tenement 
quarter of the East Side, and back through the 
‘Hebrew market,’ Mulberry and Mott streets, wind- 
ing up the tip by giving them a sniff of low life on 
the West Side 

“The effect of the experience could hardly have 
been salutary upon the young women, Mansy of 
the sights witnessed were indelicate, and an 
acquaintance with the dark side of life is not 
necessary, it scems to me, for tne best development 
of womanlind. I remember being out one night 


| about five years ago with an unusually swell 


party. There were five young women in it, all of 
whom live in as stylish a mansion as any on Fifth 
avenue. One of them in particular was very highly 
connected, and has since been married to a man 
well known on Wall street. Two specially favored 
young men were allowed to accompany the party. 
We started about 10:30, and made the rounds 
without incident as far as lower Mott street. 
As we turned into Mott a crowd of China- 
men were standing near the corner 
atove. They were gesticulating wildly. Just be- 
fore we reached them, one of the heathens drew a 
long knife and plunged-it into another Mongo- 
lian’s breast, Then he uttered a fearful yell, and 
started down the street towards us, brandisting 
the dripping knife as he ran. The 
young woman, who has since mar- 
ried, was on the outer edge of the sidewalk. 
As the murderous Chinaman rushed down towards 
us I grabbed at the young women and tried to get 
them out of his tracks. Ail of them cleared the 
way for him except the young woman at the edge 
of the walk. She wasn’t quick enough, and the 
next instant the almond-eyed fiend was upon-her. 
I don’t think he meant to assault her, but she was 
in his way, and, as he waved the 
bloody knife in the air with one hand, 

struck her in the neck with the 
other, The blow knocked her into 
the street, but before the rampant Celestial could 

get by, I felled him with a heavy walking-stick I 

carried, When I picked the young woman up she 

was unconscious, Ali the other young women be- 

gan weeping and wailing that she was killed, and 

the two young dudes stood transfixed with terror. 

I started one of them on a run for a cab, and when 

it arrived droye with the insensible girl to the 

nearest drug store. As I had supposed, she had 

merely fainted, and came to in a few minutes; but 
the epleode broke up the party’s slumming for 
that night, and in fact I don’t believe any of them 
or their friends to whom the story was toid have 
since indulged in the diversion.

SUNDAY AND SUN- WORSHIP. 


A Form of Paganism That Reaches Back to 
the Prehistoric Period, 
From the Popular Science Monthly for November. 


Sun-worship isthe oldest and most wide- 
spread form of peganism. It reaches back to the 
prehistoric period. Under various phases it has 
always been the persistent foeto the worship of 
Jehovah. It was the prevailing and most corrupt 
ing form ofidolatry which assailed the Hebrew 
nation. Its lowest form, Baal-worship, produced 
the deepest social and moral degradation. Asthe 
period of idolatry passed away sun-worship as- 
sumed a less materialistic form, without losing the 
virulence of its poison. Itlay in waiting, like a 
beast of prey, to corrupt Christianity, as it hadal- 
ready corrupted Judaism. Transferred from the 
east,and from Egypt,to Greece and Rome, it be- 
came popular, and great efforts were made under 
Heliogabalus and others, in the third and fourth 
centuries, toexalt it above all other religions. 
Indeed, Mithraicism came near gaining the field 
and driving apostolic religion outofthe Roman 
empire. It did corrupt ittoan extent littleun- 
derstood. 

Pagan Rome made religion a part of the state, 
Long befcre the advent of Christianity, the em- 
peror, a8 bead of the state, and therefore of the 
church—Poniifex Maximus—was accustomed to 
legislate upon all religious matters. He had su- 
preme power in this direction. Scores of sacred 
days were set apart, under the pagan empire, 
upon which judicial proceedings and certain 
forms of work were prohibited. It was the settled 
policy of theempire for the emperor thus to de- 
termine concerniog ferial days, Apostolic Chris 
tianity forbade all appeal to the civil law in mat- 
ters of Christian duty. Christ and his aposties 
sought only the rights of citizenship at the hand 
of civil government. When these were refused 
they gladly yielded, suffering persecution unto 
death if need be. Christ repeatedly declared 
“My kingdom is not of this world.” New Testa 
ment Christianity could not have instituted such a 
cultus as that which gave rise te Sunday legisla- 
tion, the union of church and state, under an em- 
peroror an emperor-pope. “Old Mixon’’ peach 
trees can not bear crab apples. All civil legisia- 
tion concerning religious faith and practice, such 
as obtained in the Roman empire, was the product 
of peganism. It was not an offshot of Christianity 
or of the Hebrew theocracy. 

The first civil legislation concerning Sunday, 
appears in the edict of Constantine the Great, 321 
A.D, Nothing appearsin history as demanding 
the legislation, or wishing it, except the will of 
the emperor. He was a well known devotee of the 
sul-god, as were his predecessors. His attitude 
toward Christianity, both before andjlong after the 
issuing of the Sunday edict, was the attitude of a 
shrewd politician; toward bis rivals it was that of 
an unscrupulous bloody handed monarch,

In Macon the rumors absorbed eve rybody’s 
attention Tuesday,{and a gentleman of that elty, 
who is a latge stockholder in the Central, 
came to Atlanta to institute investigations, He is 
still here. In Atlanta opinions were divided, 
Some believed the rumors and some did not. 

With the information at hand it is imposzible to 
say just what the status of: the Central is. There 
are those who insist that it has been ‘‘scooped”’ by 
the Louisville and Nashville, others who insist 
that it has been “scooped” by the Richmond and 
Danville, and still others who insist that Captain 
Raoul will be re-elected president, and that the 


road will continue under the present manage-

Last night THE ConsTiruTion received the fol- 
lowing special from Savannah : 


SAVANNAH, Ga,, November 3.—The statement in 
THE CONSTITUTION of possible change in the man- 
agement ofthe Central created considerable ais- 
cussion here today, but prominent officials give it 
little credence. Itis reported, however, that a 
circular was issued today to the Georgia stock hold- 
ers urging them to be present at the annual meet- 
ing and vote for retaining the management of the 
road in the hands ofour own people. It also urges 
stockholders not to sell their stock. 


The circular referred toin the special piainly 
indicates that the management of the Central fear 
that some cf the rumors about the road 
may be true. In Atlanta itisconsidered strange, 
if the rumors are untrue, that Captain Raoul, who 
is presumed to be acquainted with movements of 
the stock of the road, does not deny them.
